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SPONSORS AT BAPTISM

The Church has made use of Sponsors (Godparents) 
at Holy Baptism from primitive times. The Apostolic 
Constitutions, St. Dionysius the Areopagite, Tertull- 
ian, Bl. Augustine, and other ancient ecclesiastical 
writers make mention of this practice. Sponsors were 
established in order that 1) at the Baptism of infants 
they might confess the Faith in their behalf and give 
the necessary promises (1 Peter 3:21) and answers 
and that later “when their spiritual children, whom 
they received from the font, begin to grow up, and 
have no other instructors, they are to teach them the 
Faith and God’s law, and must do their best to put 
them in mind of the vows made for them at Baptism, 
and of the virtue of that Sacrament, so that the child- 
ren may themselves come to know and understand it” 
(Duty of Parish Priests, Ch. III, Para. X); at the Bap- 
tism of adults they be witnesses of their Faith and 
sureties of their desire to be Baptized, and also 
act in behalf of those who cannot themselves give 
the appropriate promises and answers because of ill- 
ness or some other similar reason (Carth. 54); finally 
3) they guide their godchildren before and after Bap- 
tism, confirming and strengthening their steadfastness 
in the Faith and in piety generally (Kormchaya Kni- 
ga, Part I, Ch. 50., Ukase Holy Synod, 23 May 1836)*. 


Bl. Augustine in his Sermon ccxxii writes thusly on 
the duties of Sponsors: “Above all, I would have you, 
whether men or women, who have stood godfathers or 
godmothers to children, to know this; that ye are sure- 
ties for them, whom ye have taken up from, the holy 
laver: and therefore ye ought continually to exhort 
them to keep purity, to love right, to hold to love: but 
above all, be sure both to know yourselves, and to teach 
your godchildren the Creed, and the Lord’s Prayer.” 


Among other of their duties, Sponsors must see to 
it that their spiritual children are brought as soon as 
possible to Holy Communion and regularly afterwards 
so that they may have “participation in the holy Body 
and the precious Blood of Christ;” and much of the 
duty of “confirming them in the Orthodox Faith” lies 
upon their shoulders. 


According to the accepted custom of the Church 
there are two Sponsors at Baptism: a man and a wom- 
an. However, according to the Apostolic Constitutions 
(3, 16), a man was customarily sponsored by a deacon

and a woman by a deaconess in the early ages of Chris- 
tianity. Thus only one Orthodox Sponsor is indispens 
able: At the Baptism of a child of the male sex—a man, 
and at the Baptism of a child of the female sex—a 
woman. (Ukase Holy Synod, 18 June 1834; Cf., De- 
cree Holy Synod, 25 May — 28 Nov. 1884, No. 1097). 


In an extreme case, when finding one Orthodox Spon- 
sor among the laity is an impossibility, the Baptism, 
according to the example of Deacon Phillip (Acts 7:38) 
and the Apostle Paul (Phil. 1:10), can be administered 
without a Sponsor. Here the priest who ministers the 
sacrament can, as an exception for this one instance, 
substitute for the Sponsor. Readers, or their wives, de- 
pending on the sex of the one being baptized may also 
be Sponsors in such instances. This is applicable to 
Baptism on a battlefield or in some other emergency 
not excluding clinical Baptism of a child in danger of 
dying. 

Parents cannot be Sponsors of their own children 
(this is permitted in some protestant sects): In an ad- 
verse case, the very marriage of the parents must be 
dissolved in compliance with canon 53 of the sixth 
ecumenical council. The spiritual relationship is ex- 
plained by the fact that in the early ages of Christian- 
ity, children of heathens or Jews, who accepted the 
Christian Faith, were in many cases abandoned by their 
natural parents, and their Sponsors at Baptism, because 
of necessity, had to replace their mothers and fathers 
and in a manner of speaking, adopted them. 


In accordance with their high calling, Sponsors, by 
the rules of the Church, must be Orthodox Catholic, 
and should know at least the chief truths of the Chris- 
tian Faith, morals, and the essentials of the Sacrament, 
as well as the vows which they must give at the Bap- 
tism and which they are obligated.to teach and explain 
to the person baptized when he attains the age of reas- 
on. Consequently, Sponsors cannot be: a) underage—- 
the godfather must not be younger than 15 years of 
age, and the godmother—13 years of age (Ukases of 
the Holy Synod 23 May 1836; 27 Aug. 1837; and 
25 May 1863); b) completely ignorant of the 
Faith and notorious sinners, excommunicated and, 
in general, persons who have fallen in public opinion 
by their moral life (Euchologion, Peter Mogila, on 
Sponsors; Decree Holy Synod, 17 Oct. 1744); c) schis- 
matics (Separate Decree Holy Synod, 25 May-28 Nov 
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1884, No. 1097);or d) heterodox, since, “Sponsors, 
by the true understanding of the Church’s regulations, 
are sureties before the Church for those Baptized, and 
at the Baptism of infants they declare in their name 
the Christian vows, and are obligated because of this 
to assist in teaching the child the doctrine of the 
Church and confirming it in the Christian life” (Ukase 
Holy Synod, 23 May 1836), and since this “cannot be 
done by those of an alien faith, because the Symbol of 
Faith confessed by them is mutilated, and if they should 
instruct the child, they would naturally pervert it to 
their own belief” (The Duty of Parish Priests, op. cit.). 

In view of the above, it was ruled that the one bap- 
tized be “sponsored by one faithful person” (Korm- 
chaya, Part 2, Ch. 51); and that to allow heterodox 
sponsors at Holy Baptism is repulsive to the very estate 
of Sponsorship and the obligations put upon it by the 
Church. Such an allowance must be considered wrong, 
and the sponsorship of an Orthodox Catholic by a 
heterodox person, invalid. The Holy Synod prescribed 
that heterodox persons must in no instance be allowed 
*o sponsor Orthodox Catholics at Holy Baptism (Ukase, 
8 March 1913, No. 6; Appendix to Tserkounii Vedo- 
mosti, No. 11, 1913). 


In this country, where parochial pastors, for many 
years, have through laxity permitted non-Orthodox per- 
sons to act as Sponsors at the Baptism of Orthodox 
Catholic children and where it will be difficult to abol- 
ish this pernicious practice without a period of re- 
erientation towards the canonical norm, priests can 
well be guided by the 1884 Decree of the Holy Synod 
regarding similar conditions in the Baltic region: 


“Concerning the custom which became estab- 
lished in parochial practice in the diocese of Riga, 
allowing Lutherans to be Sponsors at the Baptism 
of Orthodox Catholics: In view of the exceptional 
status of the Orthodox Flock in the Baltic regions; 
living among an overwhelmingly heterodox popu- 
lation, and in view of the apprehension voiced 
by priests of the Riga diocese of provoking mur- 
murings against the Orthodox clergy and en- 
strangement from Holy Church, both on the part 
of the heterodox and the Orthodox Latvians and 
Estonians, the Most Holy Synod, considering it 
unfavorable and inopportune at this time to com- 
pletely abolish the said custom—found it never- 
theless necessary: a) To charge the clergy of the 
Riga diocese to have unceasing vigilance and 
care that male Sponsors from among the hetero- 
dox be allowed only at the Baptism of an infant 
of the female sex and in the presence of a god- 
mother who professes the Orthodox Faith, and a 
heterodox godmother only at the Baptism of a 
male infant and in the presence of an Orthodox 
godfather; b) to impress upon parochial priests 
the duty to cooperate in the gradual uprooting 
of the custom of inviting heterodox Sponsors by 


expedient pastoral instruction of their parishion- 
ers” (Decree Holy Synod, 25 May-28 Nov. 1884, 
No. 1097). 


There is a Resolution of the Bishop of the diocese 
of Samar based on Synodal Ukases of 18 June 1834 
and 25 May 1863 wherein it is stated: “In the presence 
of an Orthodox Sponsor, the place of honor should not 
be given to a person of the Lutheran creed, nor should 
he be entered into the Register, even though he be a 
relative.” (Svod Ukazanii i Zametok po Voprosam 
Pastyrskoii Praktiki, Moscow, 1878, p. 61). 


The priest should abolish the practice of non-Ortho- 
dox participation at Orthodox Catholic Sacraments, but 
where this is absolutely unavoidable, he should ascer- 
tain that the non-Orthodox party is at least a member 
of one of the major Christian sects where the principal 
dogmas concerning the Person of Christ are adhered 
to (this excludes Unitarians, Universalists, Quakers, 
Jehovahs Witnesses, Christian Scientists, other such 
sects, and of course un-Baptized persons and all non- 
Christians) . 


It is also forbidden for monastic persons to be Spon- 
sors (Decree Holy Synod, 17 Oct. 1744; Nomocanon, 
can. 84; Cf. Pavlov’s research on “The Nomocanon,” 
1897, pp. 215-217). 


According to the Nomocanon of the Euchologion, 
it is equally unbecoming for Orthodox Catholics to act 
as Sponsors for children from among the heterodox, 
excluding, of course, those instances when children of 
the heterodox are embracing the Orthodox Faith. 


* * * 


The Sponsors should be enlightened as to their par- 
ticipation in the ritual of Baptism itself. According to 
the established custom of the Church, when there are 
two Sponsors, the infant is held at the beginning of 
the sacred action by the Sponsor of the sex opposite 
that of the child until the child is taken by the priest 
to be immersed. The child is received from the font by 
the Sponsor who is of the same sex as the child; who 
circles the font with him, and holds him to the end of 
the service, etc. The Sponsors should understand the 
significance of the catechizing at the reception of Cat- 
echumens; they should know the Creed by memory, 
and know the essence of the Sacrament in general. 


* * * 


In cases where more than two persons are invited to 
stand as Sponsors and to receive the infant from the 
Holy Font, priests are directed by the Holy Synod to

allow only one pair to participate in the sacred action 
(these must be designated by the parents or relatives 
of the one baptized), and only these may be mentioned 
in the prayers and entered into the Parochial Register: 
The others are not to be entered into the Register 
(Ukase, 18 June 1834; Cf. Svod Ukazanii, pp. 56-57). 
Sometimes many Sponsors are invited with the notion 
of material gain from each, but it is repulsive to the 
high idea of Sponsorship to invite persons for godpar- 
ents because of expensive gifts, patronage, etc. 


* * * 


The practice of Sponsorship by proxy also has no 
canonical foundation. According to the church order 
of service (see the Office of Holy Baptism), the Spon- 
sors must be present at the administration of the Sac- 
rament of Baptism itself, give the required answers in 
the service in place of the person baptized (I renounce, 
I unite, etc.), recite the Symbol of Faith in his stead, 
carry the child around the font and by this triumph- 
antly guarantee before God and the Church that the 
godchild will, with their help, be a true Christian. 


Sometimes, however, the parents of a child place 
the priest in difficulties by requesting that an absent 
person be a Sponsor by proxy for a newly-born child. 
It is difficult to find a good reason which would make 
it possible to agree with such a request. The desire to 
have a Sponsor by proxy can stem from thoughts of 
material gain; it can also be explained by a desire to 
enter into a closer relationship and a more intimate 
acquaintanceship with an influential person who carries 
weight and is a significant person in the community, 
and for other similar reasons. From the Christian point 
of view, the desire to have one and not another Spon- 
sor can be understood only in the sense that the choice 
will fall upon a person who is noted for his special 
adherence to Orthodoxy and the possibility that this 
devoted member of the Church will pass on to his god- 
child a good understanding of the Christian life. But 
seldom are the interests of the Faith ever really con- 
sidered in such choices. 


The choice of Sponsors by proxy is strongly remin- 
iscent of the custom of civil organizations to choose 
honorary patrons, honorary members, etc., who only 
nominally bear this calling. The practice of the Church 
knows no such order: The obligation to rear the child 
in Faith and piety can have very little force for the 
Sponsor who has not given before the Church, the 
promise, for the child, to serve Christ. However, with 
out going beyond the bounds of ecclesiastical regula-

tions, it seems possible to condescend to the parental 
desire in one point: Since at the Baptism of a boy, ac- 
cording to the Euchologion’s words, “a godfather is 
sufficient, and at the Baptism of a girl, a godmother,” 
then, if this is agreeable with the parents, the person 
not absolutely necessary at the Baptism, i.e., the god- 
mother at the Baptism of a male child, and the god- 
father at the Baptism of a girl, can be chosen by proxy 
(Svod Ukazanii, p. 60). 


There is no general rule for the necessity of Spon- 
sors at the administration of Chrismation alone, as for 
example at the reception of converts. In a Decree of 
6 Oct. 1824, No. 24, the Holy Synod explains that 
Sponsors of those embracing the Faith through Holy 
Chrismation cannot by given the signifticance of Spon- 
sors at Holy Baptism, because the very presence of 
godparents at Holy Chrismation is not indicated by 
the laws of the Church (Spiritual Archive, Holy Syn- 
od, No. 687, 1824). They are considered indispensable 
only in instances when the converts themselves, either 
through illness or disknowledge of the liturgical lan- 
guage, cannot vive the answers required in the sacred 
action (this differs in the Roman Church where Spon- 
sors at Confirmation are considered indispensable and 
in spiritual kinship with the one Confirmed). 


In conclusion, the great responsibility laid upon the 
Sponsors by the Church must again be called to mind 
with all force. In the Sacrament of Baptism the Spon- 
sor acts simultaneously as a witness of the Church who 
is receiving a new member, and a surety before the 
Church for the one baptized. He must take upon him- 
self care for the spiritual education of the one baptized, 
remind the parents of this education, and verify their 
work in this direction. It is desirable in every way 
that, before Baptism, priests examine the Faith and in- 
tention of the Sponsors and remind them of their re- 
sponsibilities. The contemporary practice of choosing

Day of the demise of Porphyrius (Sokolovsky), 
Bishop of Tomsk and Semipalatinsk. Tonsured in 1835; 
finished Moscow Theological Academy in 1836. Was 
Rector of Tobolsk and Kostroma seminaries. In 1858 
consecrated Bishop of Dmitrovsk, vicar of Moscow, and 
in one year, 1859, appointed to independent cathedra 
of Ufimsk. In 1860 named Bishop of Tomsk and Eni 
scisk, and from 1861 of Tomsk and Semipalatinsk. The 
Archpastor devoted much attention to missionary 
work, particularly in Altai. Retired in 1864. Died 
in 1865 


The same day demise of Joseph (Mitkevich) 
Bishop of Belgorod and Oboiansk. In 1748 prefect and 
in 1750 rector of the Novgorod Seminary; in 1756 
urchimandrite of the Khutin Monastery; in 1758 after 
two years, consecrated Bishop of Belgorod and Obo 
iansk. Died in 1763 


4. Day of deaths of Eleazar* and Nazarius* of Olo- 
netsk, hegumens of the Monastery of the Forerunner 
John. Were originally from Greece. Died in 1492 


5. Day of demise of Sylvester II* (Chernitsky) 
Metropolitan of Smolensk. Born in city of Polotsk, 
elevated to rank of Metropolitan in 1699 from archi- 
mandrites of the Sabbinus Zvenigorod Monastery. Dis- 
tinguished for love of church building and righteous, 
saintly life. His memory is piously venerated by in 
habitants of Smolensk. Died in 1706 and buried in

The same day the demise of Sylvester III* (Kraisky) 
Metropolitan of Smolensk. Educated at Kiev Academy, 
was Archimandrite of the Zaikonospass Monastery 
ind rector of the Academy. In 1708 consecrated 
Bishop of Kholm and Vazhsk; in two years transferred 
to the Smolensk Metropolitanate. The prelate was one 
of the most enlightened persons of his time. With es- 


necial love did he devote his leisure moments to the

study of mathematics and natural sciences and even 
astronomy. He gave much attention to church build- 
ing. His pure and saintly life shines for contemporary 
generations. Died in 1712

Buried in the Trinity 


The same day the demise of Dorotheus* (Korotke- 
vich) Metropolitan of Smolensk. Born in Kiev. Elevated 
to rank of Metropolitan from archimandrites of the 
Moscow Simonev Monastery in 1713. His rule was 
of short duratiion. Died in 1718 leaving behind a 
revered memory. 


8. Day of the demise of Arsenius (Mogiliansky) 
Metropolitan of Kiev and Halitz. From archimandrites 
of Trinity-Sergius Laura. He was elevated to rank of 
archbishop and appointed in 1744 to the diocese of 
Pereslay and Dmitrovsk which was established that 
same year. In 1752 retired to the Novgorod Seversky 
Monastery, but in 1757 was again recalled to diocesan 
activity: elevated to rank of Metropolitan and appoint- 
ed to Metropolitanate of Kiev, Galicia, and all Little 
Russia. Died in 1770. 


9. Day of demise of Macarius (Bulgakov) Metro- 
politan of Moscow. Born in 1816 in village of Surkov 
in the Novo-Oskolsk district. Educated in the Kursk 
Seminary and Kiev Theological Academy, where in 
last sudent year was tonsured (1841); after finishing 
Academy in 1842 with degree of Magister IX Class, 
devoted himself to pedagogic activity and for about 
15 years occupied the chair of dogmatic theology in 
the Petersburgh Theological Academy, and simulta- 
neously from 1849 had the position of Inspector and 
from 1851 through 1857—-Rector. In 1847 was given 
the degree of Doctor of Theology for his works. He 
was consecrated Bishop of Vinnitza in 1851, vicar of 
Kamenetz-Podolsk. In 1857 was transferred to the 
independent cathedra of Tambov, in 1859 to Kharkov, 
in 1862 was elevated to rank of Archbishop of Lith- 
uania. In 1879 in the rank of Metropolitan called to 
the cathedra of Moscow and Kolomna. The forty-year 
fruit-bearing pedagogic and archpastoral activity of

the prelate is marked by a series of scholarly works, 
being a wealthy addition to and comprising an epoch 
in Russian theological studies. Of them especially well- 
known are the history of the Russian Church (in 30 
tomes), his Dogmatic Theology, History of the Russian 
Schism, and others, and also a series of excellent ser- 
mons which make up three anthologies. The highly 
enlightened hierarch also knew how to value in others 
the ambition to scholarly activity; students, even 
though secular, found in him always not only moral 
support, but also gererous material help. All the in- 
come he received from the sale of his works, about 
120 thousand rubles, he donated to the Academy of 
Science for awards toward better studies and scholarly 
works, Died in 1882. 


10. Day of demise of John* (the Bare-footed) of 
Kiev. Was distinguished for harsh asceticism; he was 
an uncompromisingly frank accuser of wrongdoers, and 
loved extreme poverty. Not having personally any 
means, going about winter and summer bare footed, 
in a worn and cold nankeen dressing-gown, he daily 
fed and cared for 200 improverished cripples. Died 
in 1849 in the presence of the Metropolitan of Kiev; 
was buried in accordance with his will on Shchekavik, 
“close to the poor.” 


13. Day of the demise of Alexandra* (Mel’gunova) 
the foundress of the Diveev Hermitage. Was a novice 
under the elders of Sarov. By her high ascetical life 
she laid a firm basis for the Hermitage and left behind 
a saintly and prayerful memory. Died in 1789. 


14. Opening in 1944 in Moscow in the New Virgin 
Monastery of a Theological Institute and theological 
pastoral courses. 

The same day the demise of Platon (Malinovsky) 
Archbishop of Moscow and Kolomna. In 1722 prefect 
of the Kiev Academy, in 1724 of the Slavo-Graeco- 
Latin Academy; in the same year Archimandrite 
of Ipatsk. In 1742 consecrated Bishop and appointed 
te the cathedra of Sarsk and Podonsk. In 1744 elevat- 
ed to rank of archbishop and in four years transferred 
to the cathedra of Moscow and Kolomna. Died 
in 1754. 


15. Day of the demise of Simeon* Archbishop of 
Novgorod; in the world his name was Sampson. 
Chosen from monks of Khutyn Hermitage; his con- 
secration took place in 1416 by saintly Metropolitan 
Photius. Died in 1421, buried in the Martiriev ves-

NEVER, take yourself to the Tribute of Peni- 
tence, save in exceptional circumstances until you 
have made about a quarter of an hour Thanks- 
giving; your Faithful will wait for you, and 
they will follow the same good example at 
Liturgy. Priests should emulate the Apostles 
who went not forth from the Upper room until 
they had sung a Hymn. The traitor,Judas was 
the only one that left early! This is the time 
to lean heavily on the merits of Jesus Christ, 
as from a fontal source that divine Life by 
which you should be animated. Hearken to the 
words of the Lord; ‘‘What wouldest that I do 
unto thee?’’ 


Would not the careless Priest, who after gal- 
loping thru the Divine Liturgy, and withdrawing 
from the Sanctuary before his Thanksgiving 
deserve the words that a Saint directed to a 
young nobleman? ‘‘Alas! How is it that thou 
art so soon tired of Christ, of Whom it is 
written ‘“‘Honey and milk are beneath His 





tongue.’’ I wonder that thou hast loathed this 
most sweet food, — if indeed, thou hast tasted 
how sweet the Lord is. But doubtless, thou hast 
not tasted, and thus thou knowest not how sweet 
is Christ; henee, thou hast no appetite for what 
thou hast never touched; or, if thou hast tasted and 
found no sweetness, thy palate cannot be in a 
healthy state. For it is the wisdom of God Him- 
self that says: ‘‘Whoso eateth Me shall never 
hunger, and whoso drinketh Me shall never 
thirst.’’ 


Ingratitude is a scorching wind, drying up 
the Fountain of Piety, the dew of mercy, the 
streams of grace. 


SPIRITUAL READING 


The Saints recommend to us to choose some 
book, written with solidity and unction, and 
at the same time of small size, so as to be con- 
veniently carried in the pocket. We should read 
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it over and over again, taking it up where we 
left off reading small portions at a time, thinking 
much over it, and trying to put its 
lessons into practice. In reading, as in praying, 
attend to yourself, not to others. If this is 
not done, say constantly: ‘‘Lord have merey.’’ 
This will keep your eyes from beholding wordly 
things, or at least the blow of distrac-

speak to God; when we read, God speaks to us. 
All progres comes from reading and meditation.

VISIT TO THE TEMPLE 

In the evening make a visit to the Temple: 
The Lord in the quietness and holiness of His 
Temple has so many things to say to the heart 
of the Priest, and the heart of the Priest has 
so many things to say in the Presence of the 
Lord. Think that at the moment when you 
prosrate yourself before the Throne, there are 
souls in your Parish whom the Devil is harassing 
and spuring on to frightful crimes; that there 
are others who are being dragged down to despair 
by execess of sadness or of misery; others, per- 
haps, in their last agony, for whom judgement 
is even now preparing. 


From time to time come to perform your 
devotions before His Holy Throne, at His Feet, 

He is waiting for you, and Who, perhaps, has 
been forgotten since the end of your last Liturgy. 
We cannot find time to visit Jesus Christ, only 
when we have no will to find it. 

EJACULATORY PRAYERS 

Let your prayers be full of life, vital and full 
of affection. Let them be short and fervent. 
Their effect upon the heart is to open to the 
influence of grace, to purify it, to guard it 
against sin, to keep it in the presence of God. 
sy this means we draw near to God, and we 
draw God toward us. It should be as frequent 
as inhaling and exhaling our breath. It is better 
to have a single prayer renewed on five different 
occassions, than to have five different prayers, 
each formed on a single oceassion. It is better 
to have one ejaculation repeated a hundred times, 
to a hundred used no more than once daily. 
Consider the Elders whose days were filled in 
repeating the ‘‘Jesus Prayer.’’ A Parish Priest 
is in great danger of falling, if he does not know 
how to build an interior retreat, and to recruit 
that strength which dissipation and dealing with 
the world cannot fail to weaken.
